HOLD CANTWELL HIT UMPIRE 


Jury. Finds Attorney Guilty of 
Assaulting John Kerin. 


EMOTIONAL PLEA FAILURE. 


Prosecutor Refutes Alleged Reflection 
on Mother of Defendant. 


Robert E. Cantwell, criminal attorney, was 
found guilty of assaulting Umpire John Kerin 
at the American leagie park Sept. 28 by a 
jury in Municipal Judge Foster's court last 
evening. The conviction carries with it a 
fine of from $3 to $100. 

Immediately folowing the reading of the 
verdict, which was. entirely unexpected by 
Cantwell and his counsel, a motion was made 
for a new trial. Judge Foster announced 
that hearing of arguments on this motion 
would be heard Oct. 24. 

Cantwell was so depressed he refused to 
make a statement. The worst he ex- 
pected was a disagreement, and he was con- 
fident he would be acquitted of the charge. 

The jury was out less than an hour when 
it agreed upon the verdict. Its members evi- 
dently failed to heed the well bolstered de- 
fense of Cantweil’s counsel that Kerin had 
provoked the assault by calling Cantwell a 
vile name, refiecting upon his déeceased 
mother. 

Cantwell must soon face another charge— 
an accusation of conspiring to defeat just- 
ice by perjured testimony in the Hip Lung 


' murder case. 


Case Lasts Day and a Half. 

The ‘‘ umpire” case, which was begun Fri- 
day afternoon with the héaring of testimony, 
virtually occupied but a day and .a half, 
as, oWing to Saturday being a Jewish holl- 
day, no session was heard that day at the 
request of a Jewish juror. 

Frank Smith, the White spin pitcher, was 
a witness for Cantwell. 

The closing argument for the state was 
made by Assistant State's Attorney Bene- 
dict J. Short, who conducted the prosecution 
of the case. His arguments followed pleas 
by Attorneys Brady and Plummer for the 
defense, Attorney Brady confined himself to 
ridiculing. the testimony of the state’s wit- 
nesses, while his colleague brought tears to 
the eyes of several of the jurors by a refer- 
ence to Cantwell’s “manly resentment of 
the slur on his dead mother.” 

Attorney Short began his argument by 
confidentially telling the jury that he was 
once a semi-professional baseball player and 
knew something of the national game. 

“It is utterly prepostérous,” he said, “‘ for 
the defense’s attorneys to insinuate that the 
complaining witness, in his official position 
on the baseball diamond and a stranger in 
a ‘hostile camp,’ called Cantwell the name 
the latter’s attorneys contend he did.” 


Character of Witness Attacked. 

The prosecuting attorney attacked the 
character of William Stemley, a witness fdr 
the defense, who is proprietor of what At- 
torney Short termed ‘‘a red Hght hotel,” 
and asked the: jurymen which of the two, 
Kerin or. Stemley, they would believe. He 
also deciared it was impossible for other 
witnesses for the defense to have overheard 
the epithet credited to Kerin, since one of 
them vestified he was twenty-five feet away. 

Cantwell did not testify and interfered 
in the case but once. That was when At- 
torney Short sought to show the reason why 
Umpire Connolly was not present was be- 
cause he was officiating at the west side 
world’s championship game between the 
Cubs and the Tigers. 

Cantwell here jumped to his feet, shout- 
ing: ‘‘I object, your honor, to this line of 
argument,” and turned to Attorney Short, 
with the remark, “Give us a fair show, 
Short.” 

Judge Foster sustained the objection, ruling 
that Attorney Short had gone outside the 


testimony.

The will of Charles B. Durand, one of 
Chicago’s pioneer wholesale grocefs, who 
died April 9, 1894, leaving his entire estate 
to his wife. is to be resurrected in the Pro- 
bate court next week. A petition asking that 
the probate be set aside was filed yesterday 
by Mrs. Martha Estelle Denniston, wife of 


company, who was an adopted sousave of 
Mr. Durand. 

It is expected that if the probated will is 
set aside the Durand estate will be divided 
between the plaintiff and her brother, Henry 
Z. Durand, an attorney, also an adopted 
child of the dead merchant. 


Says Cook County Court Lacked Power. 

The petition. asking that all orders and de- 
crees pertaining to his will be nullified and 
vacated was filed by Sehuyler, Jamieson & 
Ettelson, amd alleges the Probate court of 
Cook county was without jurisdiction to ad- 
mit the will, declaring that at the time of 
his death Mr. Durand was a resident of Lake 
county. 

Mrs. Anna Durand, the widow, died last 
month, aged 69 years: Her will was offered 
for probate in the Lake County court. That 
instrument was at once attacked by Mrs. 
Denniston and Attorney Durand, who asthe 
only heirs At law were given but a minor 
portion of the estate. The most of the es- 
tate, valued at about $200,000, was be- 
queathed to Miss Anna Elizabeth McClena- 
han, a niece of Mrs. Durand, who bad been 


The reason why the original will of Mr. 
Durand was not attacked for fourteen years 
Was explained by Lawyer Durand, who 
said: ‘‘ At the time of my father’s death he 
left everything to my mother. We were in 
no position to take any action as we had no 
interest at the time under the circumstances. 

‘**My mother died last month and we were 
surprised to find she had given the biggest 
part of her estate derived from father to 
my cousin. My sister and myself will not 
only endeavor to have his will annulled but 
we will also contest to the last my mother’s 
will, on the ground of undue influence. 


Charge Estate Has Decreased $50,000. 

“TI wish also to add that if father’s will is 
set aside it is our intention also to bring pro- 
ceedings agains? the estate of my mother to 
recover about $50,000 of father's estate. Which 
we claim was decreased by its use under my 
mother’s care.”’ 

The will of Mrs. Durand makes some 
unique bequests. Mrs. Rosamond Hill Mc- 
Clenahan, her sister, is given a mual and 
several wedges formerly owned by Abraham 
Lincoln. Another legacy gives $1,000 to Su- 
san Cooper Powell. wife of a colored. coach- 
man. with the Durands for forty years and 
who was killed in the Durand stables some 
years ago by the explosion of an automobile 
owned by Finley Barrell, who left his car in 
the colored man’s charge while'on a visit to 
Lake Forest. 

Several hundred thousand dollars in stocks 
and bonds ts said to be tied up in the vault 
of the National Safety Deposit company. 
Rare jewels, also in this vault, were given to 
Miss McClenahan under the will of Mrs. 
Durand. An order was procured yesterday 
enjoining the deposit company from turning 
over these securities to the State Bank of 
Chicago, designated the executor in Mrs. 
Durand’s will. The case will be heard Oct. 
23 in the Probate court.

Pollution of City Water Grad- 
ually Increasing Since 
1904, Declares DrBiehn. 


SHOWS COUNT OF BACILEL. 


Committees Also Told Public 
Heatth Demands Partial Pu- 
rification of Refuse. 


Declarations that since 1904 the city water 
supply has showed increasing pollution and 
that all sewage should be partly purified be- 
fore being sent to the Chicago river or the 
drainage canal, as a means of safety to pub- 
lic health, were contained in letters that oc- 
cupied the time of the engineering and devel- 
opment committees of the sanitary district 
trustees yesterday afternoon. The letters 
were from Dr. J. F. Biehn, director of the 
laboratory of the department of health, and 
from Col. W. H. Bixby of the corps of en- 
gineers, U. &. A. 

In his letter Dr. Biehn declared that since 
1904 city water has gradually showed evi- 
dences of increasing pollution. Hesaid: | 

“Soon after the opening of the drainage 


_ cana! the water was reported over 96 per cent 


safe. Bacteriological findings within tweive 
months after the opening of the drainage 
canal showed an average of about 250 bac- 
teria per c. c. ahd no pathogenic organism. 
Before the opening of the drainage canal the 
water averaged usually over 2,000 bacteria 
per c. c., with occasional colon bacilli. Since 
1904 the water has gradually showed evi- 
dences of increasing pollution. 
| Water Not Yet Unsafe. 

“ While this pollution has not been enough 
to render the water unsafe, and, therefore, 
the water was reported safe, we tind that the 
bacterial count has gradually increased from 
a few hundred until it is at the present date 
very near 2,000 per cubic centimeter. The 
actual figures as to the number of bacteria 
and their kind show that the water is be- 
coming progressively worse, but it is still 
safe for domestic use. 

““A great deal of this, however, 1 believe, 
is due to the dumping of dredgings in the 
lake between the’ river and 1 wenty-sixth 
street. Something must be done immedi- 
ately to divert the sewage of the Calumet 
and Evanston districts or the good results 
obtained by minha | the sewage of the main 

portion of Chicago through the drainage ca- 
al will be nullified, and we will again have a 
polluted. water supply. Unless this is done 
immediately we are liable to have a contam- 
{mated water supply for some time to come, 
because it is a well known fact that sewage 
materials tend to settle in the bottom of the 
lake, and after having so settled require 
months, or even years, before their complete 
decomposition and destruction.”’ 


Should Partly Purify Sewage. 
Col. Bixby in his letter to President McCor- 
mick commended the special examinations | 


Michigan now allowabie will be sufficient to 
take care of the sewage of your district fora 
long term of years before complaint against 
the present system will become serious.’’ 

No action was taken on the letters by the 
committee.

Was gained. 

Today. it is said, the ection will go before 
the October grand jury and present evidence 
to secure the indictment of Mann for the 
crime. The grand jury move will be made, 
for the purpose of circumventing Attorney. 
Charles E. Erbstein, who represents the al- 
leged murderer and who forced the police to 
fix Mann's bond at $25,000. 

An effort was made last night to obtain 
the release of Mann before Municipal Judge 
Gemmiil, but the effort failed because of the 
inability of Mann's parents and the attorney 
to furnish sufficient value of bonds. 


Threatens to Apply for Writ. 

Erbstein told the police that if Mann was 
not admitted to ball he would apply for a 
writ of habeas corpus and thereby force the 
police to take into*court the evidence they 
have that warrants holding him in custody. 
In this mamner he would learn the strength 
or weakness of their evidence. 

Rather than make known their witnesses 
and the evidence they have collected In- 
Spector Wheeler and State’s Attorney Roe 
consented to have the bail fixed. 

Last night the father and mother of the 
prisoner, with Z. Campbell of Orlando, Iil,, 
and Harry Burgess, 6612 Langley avenue, 
went to Judge Gemmill’s home. 

Campbell scheduled property valued at 
$5,000. Burgess scheduled property valued 
‘ at $2,000, while the Manns offered bail to the 
amount of $13,000. Judge Gemmill refused 
to accept the amount offered. This morning 
further efforts will be made by the prisoner’s 
friends and relatives to obtain his release 
temporarily from custody. 


Say Drugs Were Given to Prisoner. 


The police said th the evening some 
friend of Mann's visited the prisoner and 
smuggied to him a quantity of drugs. For 
the preceding hour he had been nervous and 
noticeably frightened. He perspired freely, 
and gave every indicaion of a person addicted 
to the use of drugs in want of a narcotic. 

Suddenly he brightened up, his nerves be- 
came steady, and he assumed the offensive. 
Visitors to his cell were received with curses, 
and the alleged murderer spent the greater 
portion of his, time reading the newspaper 
accounts of hjmself and gazing at the pic- 
tures for which he seems fond of posing. 

“ They think they'll put me over, " he said, 
“T'll fix that little. Irene.”” meaning his 
former sister-in-law, Irene Shanks, who told 
the police of the statement Mann made be- 
fore the murder to the effect that he had a 

“girl who has a bunch of money and will 
give me half, but I'll get it all if I have to 
¢hoke it out of her.” 

He talked volubly to newspaper men, often 
contradicting himself, but insisting he never 
heard of Mrs. Thompson until after the 
murder. 

The murderer of Mrs. Thompson went to 
the rooming house with the woman wearing 
@ gray suitofeclothes. It became known that 
Mann possessed a suit of clothes answering 
the description of the suit worn by “ J. H. 
Raymond.” When questioned Mann said he 
pawned the suit in a Clark street pawnshop. 
Investigation revealed the fact that the suit 
Mann pawned was the suit he now wears, a 
drak brown striped suit, and not the gray 
euthit he claims to have: pawned. 


Find No Alias “Raymond.” 


James Hunter, a saloonkeeper at Twenty- 
first and State streets, was taken to Mann's 
cell in the evening. Hunter failed to identify 
him as a man known as “ Raymond” and 
answering Mann’s description known in the 
weyee. district. Despite the doubtful past 
which Mann freely admits to, the police have 
been unable to discover that at any time he 
passed under.the name of ** Raymond.”’ 

Harry Morton, who lived at the Michigan 
@venue rooming house with Mrs. Hambleton, 
the woman who tively identifies Mann as 
* Raymond,’’ visited the Harrison street sta- 
tion to look at the prisoner. 

“I did not see Raymond's face,’’ Morton 
stated, ‘but I saw his back and had a side 
Gimpse of his head and part of his face. In 
this respect Mann resembles in ev ery point 
the man who came to the rooming house with 
Mrs. Thompson.”’ 

Another partial identification was made by 
Mrs. Anna Waliace, a roomer at 1242 Michi- 
gan avenue. She also got a glimpse of the 
— sterious Raymond shortiy before the mur- 

e; 


Sure Mann Is “Raymond.” 


“I am as positive as I can be that this is 
*Raymond,’’’ she said when Mann was 
shown to her. “TI got a look at the back of 
his head and the side of his face and Mann 
looks like him in every possible manner, I 
remember Raymond’s gruff voice and it {fs 
@!so. very much like the voice of Mann.” 

Despite the strenuous denials of the pris- 
oner, his parents and their lawyer that Mann 
Wad not a victim of the drug habit, Maud 
Shanks, the prisoner's former wife, said he 
Was addicted to this vice. 

“ Why, even his mother once said to me: 
*Meud, I am afraid that Luman uses drugs.’ 
And then I remember once when we were in 
a small town in lowa he said to me: ‘ I must 
go 10 the drug store and get some ‘ coke.’ 
It will straighten me up so that I can work 
today.” He had been playing poker all of the 
night before."’ 

When informed that Mann would probably 
be : ay on bail today she became fright- 
ene 

“I don’t want to be around when he is 
free,’’ she said. ‘“‘I am afraid of him. From 
the degcriptions of Raymond and the char- 
acter of the murder, I suspected Luman im- 
mediately after the’ murder,”’ she added. “A 
lawyer friend of mine also thought as I did 
and we discussed the matter long perore the 
police came to me.’ 

Despite the prisoner's repeated statements 
that he was engaged to Miss Daisy Pouics. 
the young woman, gesiercay continued the 
denial of the betrothal and failed to appear 
at the police station where Mann is locked up. 


Neighbors Tell of Young Man. 

Faith in their son’s innocence was the only 
expression voiced yesterday by his parents 
in Oak Park. On the other hand, neighbors 
told of the wild disposition of Mann. 

“ Luman.Mann’s father and others in his 
family are mighty fine people, but as much 
¢annot be said for him,” said C. 8. Burton, 
326 Home avenue, Oak Park, lastnight. “ He 
was wild and nothing which the family did 
prevented him from continuing his course.” 

A. €. Haden, 244 Clinton avenue, agreed 
with Burton as to Mann’s wildness. 

. Sergeant Voght of the Oak Park police 
 gtation last night said a man named Brown, 
‘who had a concession at Forest park, had

Chickens, Ducks, Geese, and Tur- 
keys Perish in Water Street. 


LANDMARK PREY OF FLAMES. 


Fred Oppenheimer, Commission Mer- 
chant, Suffers $60,000 Loss. 


Thousands of live chickens, ducks, geese, 
and turkéys perished in a fire last night that 
destroyed a four story brick building at 
266-72 South Water street causing a loss of 
$75,000. 

The structure was a landmark in the com- 
mission district, having been built soon after 
the great fire. For many years it was 
known as Sailors’ hall, there being a large 
dance room on the top floor, and it wasthere 
the Seamen’s union held annual balis in 
olden days. 

A firewall was built through the center of 
the structure a few years ago making of it 
practically two buildings. It was this wall 
that saved the east half from destruction. 

The heaviest loss falls upon the commis- 
sion firm of Fred Oppenheimer, who occupied 
the entire building at 270 and 272 


Fowl Scream in Terror. 

The basement and four floors were heavily 
stocked with live and dressed fowl, all of 
which was destroyed. As the flames raced 
through the establishment, the noises made 
by the imprisoned ducks and chickens could 
be heard two blocks away. Oppenheimer’s 
loss was $60,000. 

The firm of Pentecost Bros., dealer in oys- 
ters and fieh, suffered a loss of $5,000 by 
water. They occupy the building at 246 and 
268. which was saved by the fire wall. 

Tenants buildings adjoining at either 
side of the burned structure sustained losses 
of several thousand dollars by water flooding 
the basement. 

Henry Anderson, a bookkeeper employed by 
Pentecost Bros., was leaving the store short- 
ly after 8 o'clock when he was attracted by 
the cackling of ducks and crowing of roosters 
in the basement of the Oppenheimer estab- 
lishment. ‘Smoke was coming through the 
grating in the sidewalk, and while Ander- 
son ran back into the store to telephone fire 
headquarters, the flames leaped from the. 
basement to the roof, 


Engines Aided by Fireboat. 

Assistant Chief Seyferlich sent in a 2-11 
alarm on his arrival, which brought a doezn 
engines to fight the blaze. 

The fireboat Illinois was first to get a 
stream on the blaze and it held it in check 
until the ether companies could get in opera- 
tion. The powerful stream of the fireboat 
probably saved the adjoining buildings from 
destruction, and the commission district 
from one of its most disastrous fires. 

The basements were flooded by the boat 
and in a few minttes thousands of chickens, 
ducks, geese, and turkeys which had escaped 
the flames’ were drowned.

The next charter to be submitted to the 
people of Chicago will contain fewer pro- 
visions subject to popular prejucice than did 
the late lamented measure, if the steeling 
committee of the charter convention succeeds 
in following the line of policy mapped out 
yesterday. The members started on a “ still 
hunt” for the objectionable features of the 
defeated charter, and it was allowed they 
wouldn’t have to be so particularly “ still "’ 
about it, at that. 


Mapping of Wards Not Popular. 

Representative James M. Kittleman, whe 
was elected chairman of the committee, 
thought the mapping out of the new city 
wards in the charter itself had a good ceal 
to do with its defeat. 

“That step,” he saté, “ solidified one polit- 
ical party against it and split another. It 
would have been wiser to have left out the 
ward lines.”” . 

The failure of the charter to include a home 
rule provision applicable to Sunday saloons 
is another cause of the measure’s defeat and 
will receive attention from the committee. 


Revised Draft to Be Reported. 

It was decided to compare the draft sent to 
the legislature with the one passed hy that 
body and pick out the provisions which 
proved unpopular with the people. Then the 
committee will eliminate or modify these pro- 
visions and report a revised draft to the con- 
vention. The primary,law and the wheel tax 
having been achi without the charter 
these features will not be a part of the next 
draft.

GETS DIVORCE FOR CRUELTY; 
TRIES TO KEEP SUIT SECRET. 


Attorney R. B. Clark Accused of Chok- 
ing and Beating Wife—Capt. John 
W. Atwood Obtains Decree. 


Mrs. Kate Wood Clark of Kenilworth was 
granted a divorce yesterday from Robert 
Burns Clark, a member of the law firm of 
Wyeth, Clark & Zollars, with offices at 100 
Washington street. Cruelty was the basis of 
the complaint. 

Before testifying Mrs. Clark asked Judge 
Barnes whether the proceedings would be- 
come know to reporters. 

“ If my testimony is to get into the papers,”’

A fracture of the skull evidently caused 
death. The body apparently had been in the 
water a week, and Capt. Kane believes the 
man was murdered in Chicago and the body 
floated down the canal. 

Colleges to Be Notified. 

Several French classics were found in ad 
inside coat pocket and this is taken as an fin- 
dication that the young man was a student. 
Chicago colleges will be notified of the finding 
of the body. Telegrams have been sent to 
Treston, Canada. 

Capt. Kane was walking along the canalin 
the afternoon when he saw what he at first 
believea to be a log floating twenty feet from 
the shore. The body turned over and he 
saw the face ofa man. A boat was procured 
and the body was taken from the water. 


Part of Watch Chain Left. 

The bank book, No. 80,260 of the First Trust 
and Savings Bank of Chicago, and the mem- 
orancum book were found. There was no 
watch, but a small part of the chain where 
a watch apparently was snapped off was 
attached to the vest. One cent was found in 
one of the trousers pockets. 


Seek to Identify Body at Kenosha. 

The dismembered body found near Kenosha 
may be that of one of three men missing from 
Zion Citygand Waukegan. They are Doyle

CITIZENS RALLY TO RESCUE

Demand Action to Prevent Rowdies 
from Taking Possession of Sheri- 
dan Park on Dancing Nights. 


St. Joseph’s parochial school hall was 
crowded last night with indignant citizens 
to protest against the invasion of the chil- 
dren’s playgrounds at Hill, Orleans, Elm, 
and Sedgwick streets by rowdies who make 
the nights hideous with brawls, especially 
on the nights that dancing is allowed in the 
pavilion.

That the standing swinge be limited to the use of 
boys only. 

That indoor baseball games be regulated. 

That bathers be hidden from public view. 

That all available space be filled with trees, 
grass plots. and flower beds. 

In addition to the committee of business 
men and property owners and clergymen 
representing nine denominations, a large 
number of representative women in the 
neighborhood will appear before the com- 
missioners and protest against the further 
abuse of the playground.

IN ‘CAN NED’ FOODS 


Doctor Pleads for Preserva- 
tives as Means of Lower- 
ing Death Rate, 


SPEAKS BEFORE PACKERS 
Robert G. Eeeles Scores Govern- 


ment Officials and Medical 
Professions. 


The government pure food department par- 
ticularly and the medical profession gen- 
erally were the subjects of caustic comments 
. by Dr. Robert G. Eccles of Philadelphia, who 

yesterday addressed the American Meat 
Packers’ convention. 

Ignorance and venality, he suggested, were 
reaponsible for conditions which probably 
would result in forcing up the prices of food 
products. The medica! profession, he added, 
unfortunately was not properly taking care 
of its side of the preservative quéstion. 

The annual convention of the organization 
opened in the morning at the Grand Pacific 
hotel with 1.000 packers present. The en- 
tire parlor floor of the hotel was given over 
to the exhibition of interesting articles which 
have to do with the packing industry. This 
exhibit embraced everything from the latest 
designs in tin cans to a prize side of bacon. 


“All the forces that take delight in playing 
to the galleries are arrayed against preeerva- 
tives,”” said Dr. Eccles im the course of his 
address. ‘‘They are against every other | 
form of real progress. They refuse éo give , 
truth a hearing, as that would spoil their 
sensationalism. They delight in mdking the 
public believe that it ie to be robbed or 
poisoned by somebody. 


Blames Food for Deaths. 

“A majority\of the deaths in this country | 
are caused by feod laden with disease germe. 
No less a person than Dr. Wiley of the gov- 
ernment pure food department declares that 
there are hundreds of cases of death from 
ptomaines. 

‘These words of Dr. Wiley’s,” he con- 
tinued; “‘ are not strong enough. There are 
many deaths from food laden with typhoid 
fever, dcarlet fever, diphtheria, pseudo-dip)- 
theria, and malarial fever germs which 
might have been prevented had food pre- 
servatives been used properly.”’ 

Dr. Eccles then suggested that Dr. Wiley’s 
poison squad be fed on. salt and vinegar in 
similar proportions to those contained in the 
preservativés which they were given. 

“When he finds, ag he will, that those 
doses are too much for the men, iet him 
gradually reduce them until he has diseov- 
ered just the amount that will do them no 
more harm than the capsule preservative 
cid,” said Dr. Eccles. “ This will give him 
the relative values of these as compared with 
boric, salicylic, and benzoic acids.” 


Seeds of Epidemics. 


The speaker then declared that germs were 
distributed by wind, water, dirty fingers, 
dirty money, and dirty clothes, and that un- 
less all of them could be prevented from 
reaching the meat and milk they were bound 
to sow the seeds of epidémics. Medical men, 
he said, had not been brought to face this 
condition and, consequently, could ~*t see 
the importance of these facts. Do®ticors who 
had studied the situation, he added, had 
agreed that preservatives were harmless and 
necessary. 

Dr. Eccles conficluded by declaring that the 
** faddists ’’ who opposed the use of preserv- 
atives were nothing more than the “ blind 
leading the blind.”’ 


Criticism Not Answered. 


Although Dr. A. D. Melvin, who has charge 
of the government’s inspection of meats and 
meat products, was present at the meeting 
and heard this address he did not answer the 
criticism of Dr. Eccles against the “ pure 
food faddists.”’ In his address to the packers 
he had nothing but praise for the manner in 
which they had codjperated with the govern- 
ment ip the new inspection regulations. 

“Without the assistance of the rackers 
the government would have been unable to 
bring the inspection service to its present 
high standard,’’ said Dr. Melvin. ‘‘ I haveno 
hesitation ih saying, and I believe foreign 
governments agree that this is true, that 
the United States meat inspection is the most 
efficient in the world.” 


Complaint Is Made. 


Thé association, although commending the 
government on the new inspection regula- 
tions, has another complaint to make against 
it. The committee whose duty it is to con- 
fer with government officials on legislation 
complained in its anntal report that the war 
department was an offender in the matter of 
purchasing uninspected meats. If the pack- 
érs were compelled to abide by the govern- 
ment regulations, the committee believes the 
governmental departments certainly should 
not violate or cause them to be violated. 
«The committee reported that various com- 
plaints had been made to the war department 
because of failure to purchase inspected 
meat, but little satisfaction had been had. 
In other matters the committee reported that 
its relations with the government officials 
had been amicable. 

The address of President James S. Agar 
was divided into two parts. One part was 
given over to.a denunciation of the “ muck 
rakers who prodded the beef industry in the 
ribs ’’ and the other was a hopeful recita) 
of the present conditions which had grown 
out of the elimination of these same muck 


rakers.

German Towns Report Progress 
of International Contest.

KAISER RECEIVES FORBES. 


Aeronaut Who Fell With Air Ship Re- 
ceives Royal Attention.

Aeronauts Recover from Thrills. 
A. Holand Forbes and Augustus C. Post, 
the two American aeronauts who yesterday 
had such a narrow escape from death when 
their balloon, the Conqueror, burst in the 
air at an altitude of 4,000 feet, have com- 


thrilling experience. Mr. Forbes drove out 


prior to having it packed for transportation 
back to New York, whither it will be shipped 
tomorrow. The envelope is torn into five 
pieces, and there are also in lt many holes 


' as a result of its contact with roofs. 


Although nothing definite has been estab- 
lished the geheral opinion is that the accident 
was caused by the length of the appendix, 
which did not permit the gas to escape with 
sufficient rapidity as it expanded with ascent. 
This oceurred in spite of the fact that the 
valve was completely opened, and the result 
was the concentration of a great pressure at 
the top of the balloon which ended in a hreak. 
It was the purpose of the aeronauts, by this 
arrangement, to get greater lifting capacity.

SOCIETY CROWDS OUT BRAINS 


Lady Randolph Churchill An- 
swers Mrs. Astor’s Criticisms. 


ANCIENT SOLONS NOT EXTANT 


American’s Longing for Them Gently 


Rebuked by London Leader. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON; Oct. 18.—Mrs. George Oorn- 
wallis-West, formerly Lady Randolph 
Churchill, in an article based on Mrs. Astor’s 
recent interview on New York society. says: 

“We are told that the most refined and 
cultured New York society finds exclusive- 
ness an absolute necessity. There is no 
doubt that where there is no recognized au- 
thority—no fountain head, so to speak—so- 


| ciety tends to break up into different sets, 


each a law unto itself and looking down on 
all others as vastly inferior. This is the 
case in Paris, where, since the republic, 
there ie no recognized head. 

“New York society is so smali, compared 
with the great numbers which comprise that 
in London, that it seems incredible that 
those women, who by their assured position 
and knowledge of the world have the right 
to speak, should not be able to wield some 
authority on matters of taste. Perhaps if 
they opened their doors a little wider their 
influence, not to say example, might be feit. 


English Society Hasy of Access, 

“In England society is easier of access 
than any other piace in the world, being built 
on broager and more solid foundatians, and 
a long established order of things has made 
peophe less apprehensive of having their priv- 
ileges encroached upom or their posivion 
shaken. . They can afford to receive whom 
they please, and, be it said to their credit, 
in the most exclusive circles individual merit 
is more apprediated than rank or fortune. 

“ Beauty and chanm in woman and brains 
and good fellowship {n man will take them 
where dull duchesses and rich borea seek in 
vaint to emter. You may bea princess or the 
richest women in the world, but you cannot 
be more than a lady, surely this ought to 
be a passport all over the world, 

“In the interview quoted exception is taken 
to the manners of some of the United States 
senators and representatives who are so un- 
couth, it is averred, that they could not pos- 
sibly be received in the best houses. Of these 
I am not In a position to speak. In the older 
country brains cover a multitude of sins, and 
those possessing them are received every- 
where, in spite, sometimes, of their lack of 
manners. Nature’s gentleman is quite in the 
ascendant today and people forgive the want 
of knowledge of customs and usages which, 
after all, aré but comventionalities, if the man 
who has made his way is clever and has what 
the French so admirably describe as‘ A po- 
litesse du coeur.’ 


Intellectual People Crowded Out. 


“Mrs. Astor emphasized the difficulty of 
having a salon in New York such as existed in 


| Paris and London in the eighteenth century, 


but’these salons have long ceased to be possi- 
ble in either capital It may be true that it 
is easier to bring intellectual people together 
in London than in New York, but they are 
often lost in the crowd with which perforce 
the popular hostess was obliged to fill her 
rooms. ’ 

“One has but to study history to realize 
that in many respects this generation com- 
pares favorably with the eccentricities and 
wild extravagances of past generations. It 
will not be denied thatibe majority of women 
are better educated than formerly and that 
a larger view of ‘life is open to them. 

“In England the most frivolous of social 
butterflies has her earnest and serious occu- 
pations, even if they be few and far between 
and most are imbued with a certain desire 
to appear au fait of the questions of the day. 
In th.s she is better off than her cousin across 
the sea, to whom poiitics are a sealed letter, 
and who is restricted in rationally spending 
her money by having fewer outlets,”

Meets Wife with Other Man. 
The husband made one or two futile efforts 
to learn if the child was with the couple, 


. hut was unable to learn anything directly 


until, he says, about five weeks ago, when he 
met his wife on State street in company with 
the man Thomas. He followed them, and 
succeeded in calling her aside for a few min- 
utes of heated conversation. She told him 
frankly enough that she was living at a 
downtown hotel, and, upon his repeated de- 
mands for information concerning the child, 
declared that the girl was safe in the care of 
a colwred woman whom she formerly hadem-

Mitchell knew this woman was married and 
lived on the South side, and, after some diffi.

Suit for Divorce Filed.

P. B. Fitzgerald Presides. 

The meeting was presided over by Porter 
_B. Fitzgerald. One of the first persons to ob-

into the republican column. From 1872, 
when Grant ran for the second time for the 
presidency, until 1896, when the Signin. 
of the state was effect on the financia 
issue, Indiana was undemably doubtful. 

Grant carried it by niore than 22,000 in 
1872. After that Tilden won in ’76, Garfield 
in 1880, Cleveland in 1884, Harrison In 1888, 
and Cleveland again in 1892. The singular 
thing is that each one of these victories was 
accomplished by less than 8,000 plurality. 

Public sentiment in Indiana was in the 
formative state. Sharp work by either one of 
the campaign committees, or the purchase of 
a few thousand floating voters by either side, 
was sufficient to determine the position of 
Indiana in the electoral college. It should al- 
ways be remembered, in talking of Indiana as 
a doubtful state, that its —" began 
in 1876 and ended In 1892. 

Before that time it was enthusiastically 
republican, and the career of the Indiana 
regiments in the civil war is a rol of splen- 
did victories. Since McKinley ran in 1896 
the-Hoosier state has been republican by a 
large majority, and there seems no reason 
to believe any great change of public senti- 
ment has taken place which would make it 
likely that Taft and’Sherman will lose the 
state. 3 
No Signs of Bryan Gain. 

In 1896, after one of the hottest campaigns 
ever known in Indiana, whose people are nat- 
urally politicians, as they are in Ohio,. Mc- 
Kinley won out by 18,000 plurality. Four 
years later he added 10,000 to his majarity, 
which seems to show that Mr. Bryan has had 
no particular reason to claim any gain of 
yotes in Indiana. 

Four years ago Roosevelt carried the state 
by about 94,000 majority. That, of course, 
was a record breaker, and no such figurgis 
likely to be reached again for many a long 
day. Two years ago, when the secretary: 
of state was at the head of the ticket, the 
republicans carried Indiana by something 


over 30,000 majority. That, compared with | 


the figures for McKinley in 1900,may be taken 
as the normal republican margin in the state 
under present conditions. 

The precipitation of the liquor question Into 
politics in Indiana, and a certain amount of 
republican dissension inside of the machine, 
are quite sufficient to account fora reduction 
in this plurality. If Mr. Taft carries Indiana 
by 15,000 majority, he will have about all that 
is coming to him. 

At the same time it would not be at all 
surprising if his gain over Bryan should run 
up to rly twice that amount, The people 
of Indifina of late days are normally repub- 
lican. The building of glass, iron, gas, 
and other interests has introduced into the 
state a class of industrial workers who are 
personally interested in the continuance of 
protection. 

Steel Men for Protection. 

In the rniorthwestern part of Indiana there 
has been a large influx of steel men, particu- 
larly from Pennsylvania, who are wedded to 
the doctPhfe of protection, and who are on 
that aecount all republicans, in spite of the 


“efforts of the labor leaders to divert them into 


the democratic camp on the injunction issue. 
In the neighborhood of Richmond there is a 
settlement .f Quakers and prohibitionists 
who have bean a source of anxiety to the po- 
litical managers on beth sides for many 
years. This year they are with Hanly, and 
the prohibition vote is liable to be largely 
decreased in consequence. 

In towns Iike Evansville, in the extreme 
southern corner of the state, there is a large 
German element, which was the backbone of 
the gold standard in 1896. That element is 
as much opposed to Bryan today as ever it 
was, hecause the German farmers and bus!i- 
ness men have figured out that his election 
would certainly mean a lack of confidence on 
the part of investing capital. with the result 
of decreased markets, crippled operation of 
the railroads, and general distrust. 

In walking through the lobby of the Denn!- 
son hotel this afternoon I met Tom Taggart, 
the former chairman of the democratic na-, 
tional committee. He was unkindlly treated 
by Mr. Bryan at Denver and is popularly 
supposed, in company with Roger Sullivan of 
Chicago, Charley Murphy of New York, and 
ether of the old time strong democratic 
leaders, to be more or less indifferent per- 
sonally to Bryan's succesa 

Taggart Claims State for Bryan. 

I asked him what the situation wag in 
Indiana, and he replied with that smile of 
his which is almost as famous as that of 
Taft himself: 

“Indiana is all right. We are going 
to carry the state. There is a feel- 
ing, for which the republicans are not pre- 
pared, that it is time for a change. I know 
personally of a good many republicans who 
are going to vote the democratic ticket on 
this theory, and I believe there will be 
enough of them to carry the state for our 
candidate.”’ 

That is what Tom says, but somehow he

New Yorker’s Trust Arguments 
Answered Before Students. 


CALLED BETTER THAN TAFT. 


Governor Declared by Democrats to Be 
Roosevelt's Best Card. 


| 

Lincoin, Neb., Oct. 12.—In an address at the 
state university this afternoon W. J. Bryan 
attacked the arguments of Gov. Hughes of 
New York in defense of the republican plat- 
form, dwelling on the difference between 
the two platforms relating to publicity of 
campaign contributions, and discussed the 
propriety of President Roosevelt's support- 
ing Mr. Taft. 

In attacking the position of the republicans 
on the tariff situation, he delivered ep.gramis 
which kept the students cheering fer min- 
utes. During the speech he tock a vote of 
the students who were for and against pub- 
licity of campaign funds and those whd were 
for and against election of senators by a 
direct vote. 

The principal part of the speech of the can- 
didate was occupied by an answer of the 
arguments of Hughes, who spoke to univer- 
sity students a shori time ago, and who was 
greatiy admired by university people. 

“ Gov. Hughes.of New York has been put 
forward as the champion of the repubjican 
party to attack the democratic remedy for 
trusts,’ said Mr. Bryan, “‘ and the president 
seems to prefer the argument advanced by 
Mr. Hughes rather than the argument aii- 
vanced by Mr. Taft. I can fairly assume, 
therefore, that the argument presented by 
Mr. Hugheg is not only the strongest argu- 
ment that has been presented but the strone- 
est argument that can be presented, because 
Mr. Roosevelt would not pit him agalnmst cur 
platform if he were not the strongest oppo- 
nent. He has been sent through the west to 
strenghen the republican lines. 


Hughes Not of the West. 


“I desire to remind you, in the first place, 
that Mr. Hughes represents the eastern re- 
publicans, not the western republicans. As 
an evidence that Mr. Hughes is not in sym- 
pathy with western reforms, you will reca!! 
that-he vetoed a 2 cent passenger rate bill and 
he did this in spite of the fact that a repub- 
lican légisiature of New York passed the bil! 
The governors in. the western states signed 
this bill. and we are now enjoying the benefits 
of the 2 cent fare. New York is more thickly 
settled than the western states, and yet he 
gave the benefit of the doubt to the railroads 
in their contest with the patrons. 

“I will not say that he did this because of 
the contributions made to his campaign fund 
by Morgan, Depew, the Vanderbilts, and 
one of the Goulds. It is pot necessary to as- 
sume that these contribufions had any effect 
upon his. action. It is enough to know that 
he did not act upon this subject as republican 
governors in the west acted. and I care not 
what explanation his friends may make. If 
they say that he decided in favor of the rail- 
roads, without any reference to the contribu- 
tions made by the railroads, it simply shows 
that he looks at questions from the stand- 
point of the railroad rather than from the 
standpoint of the patrons... : 

“If he hac signed the bill, the railroads 
could have protected themselves by recourse 
to the courts, but when he vetoed the bill the 
people had no recourse. 


Tendency Toward Trusts Natural. 

“Tt is not strange that he should oppose 
the democratic remedy on the trust question, 
for he has never shown any interest in the 
correction of the evils that the trusts have 
bro t upon the country. 1 will not say 
that this partiality for the trusts is due to the 
contributions made to his campaign fund by 
Carnegie, Schwab, Gates, Hayemeyer, Duke 
and others. 

‘*Tt is not necessary to assume that these 
contributions infiuenced him at all. It may 
be his natural disposition to take the side of 
the trust as against the people. His speech 
| presents all the evidence necessary to con- 

vince him of lack of 8yfwpathy with the gen- 
eral public. 

“The first question to be decided in the 
regulation, of trusis is, bow large a propor- 
tion of the entire product should one cor- 
poration be permitted to control? Mr. Hughes 
takes for illustration the case of a corporation 
which controls the entire production, and as 
he expresses no fear of such a corporation 
doing harm, we have a right to suppose that 
he has no objection to one corpora..on con- 
trolling all the product; but if I mistake not 
the sentiment of the public, there is a gén- 
eral objection.to the principle of monopoly, 
and if a majority of the people object to a 
monopoly they? have a right to set a ijmit to 
the control which a corporation can exercise 
over the product in which it deals. 


Should Propose Higher Limit. 

“Tf the limit which we fix of 50 per cent 
is too low Mr. Hughes ought to suggest a 
higher limit, but when he suggests no limit 
whatever we must assume that he does not 
regard the proportion controlled as at all 
material, and if he does not then his opinion 
on the trust question ought not to have 
much weight with those who do believe that 
a private monopoly’ is indefensible and in- 
tolerable. 

“Tf Mr. Hughes agrees with the trust mag- 
nate that a trust is a blessing 1 need inot 
discuss remedies with him at all, becauge a 
plessing does not require a rémedy. If he 
will admit that a private monopoly is bad 
and present a remedy I shal! be giad to con- 
sider his remedy and compare it. with ours.” 


GIVE BRYAN FALSE SUPPORT. 


Chicagoan Tells the President Result of 
Conferences with Democrats 
of Prominence. :

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—H. H. Kohisaat 
of Chicago conferred with the president to- 
day on the political situation in the westand 
told him some interesting stories of con- 
versations he had heard among laboring men 
in Chicago, telling how they felt toward the 
‘different presidential candidates. 

Mr. Kohlsaat said that he had talked with 
the editors of three of the leading newspapers 
of the country which are supporting the can- 
didacy of W: J. Bryan.

STEEL WORKERS ANGRY. 


Attempt to Have Them Stand for 
Democratic Meeting Causes 
Serious Breach. 


Alton, UL, Oct. 12.+{Special.]—~The Alton 
Giassblowers’ union, the largest union in the 
American Bottle Blowers’ association, has 
repudiated interference by Samuel Gompers. 
who advised the union to Indorse Bryan for 
president, and summarily laid-on the table 
the communication from President Gompers 
at their business meeting. 

President D. A. Hayes of the national or- 
ganization of glassblowers is a vice president 
of the American Federation of Labor, and 
for his part in attempting to lead the glass- 
blowers into the Bryan camp Hayes is being 
scored by the union men who rejected the 
Bryam letter of Gompers, 

Prominent .glassblowers say their trade’s 
only salvation is a protective tariff, through 
which their high wages were fostered, and 
the 700 blowers at Alton are loud in express- 
ing their resentment of an attempt of their 
head officers to lead them out of the repub- 
lican party. They say that many of their 
union voted fer Cleveland and experienced 
tour years of trade depression and six years 
of a cut in wages, and they denounce Hayes 
for consenting to the attempt to secure the 
Bryan indorsement. 

Steel Men Quit Gompers Camp. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 12—[Special ]— 
Highland lodge, Amalgamated Iron and Steel 
Workers, by a practically unenimous vote 
withdrew from the Central Labor union be- 
cause the central body had. decided to be 
sponsor for a Gempers meeting here Satur- 
day arranged by the democratic national 
comaittee. 

Michael Casey, one. of the steel workers’ 
delegates to the central union, was elected 
vice president, but refused the office, seying 
it wae given to him as a- republican to placate 
repuBlicans, 

Philip Davis was expelled as a vice pres!- 
dent because of alleged imtimacy with the 
chairman of the republican county commit- 
tee, as Was also Recording Secretary Ingram, 
but President Shemons is actively associated 
with democrats and was on the committee of 
reception for Bryan, The result is Kkely te 
be the disruption of the.central body.

organization cannot join in partisan politics. 
and that it aiso turned down an appeal from 
Gompers sent from American . federation 
headquarters for a contribution to the demo- 
cratic campaign fund. 


Minnesota Men Leave Bryan. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 12.~-[ Special, }— 
Bryan is net to receive the solid labor vote 
of Minnesota. Contrary to the repeated pre- 
dictions and efforts of democratic labor 
leaders there appears to be a big split in the 
ranks ef organiZed labor, and Taft will re- 
ceive his due sharé of votes from the union 
men. Fifteen of the most prominent union 
men im Minmeapolis have signed a circular 
letter declaring they take exception to the 
methods used by the Bryan element of the or- 
ganizations, and many believe the labor men 
of the state will exercise their individual 
wills when voting, and will cast their ballots 
for the republican inee. : 

* We believe,’ said*one of the men today, 
“that there are thousands of labor union 
men in the state who will vote for Taft and 
the republican ticket. The ea mpaign among 
union men from now om will be a hot one. 
It will be a great battle. The opposition has 
been claiming great strength, and through 
the papers has tried to spread the idea that 
alh laboring men are joining Bryan clubs. 
Such is not the case.”’ 


Says Labor Is Not Misled. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—Secretary 
Straus of the department of commerce and 
labor returned today after a visit to New 
York, where he went to register for the No- 
vember election, 

“Labor is* not being misled by Mr. Gom- 
pers and his coterie,’’ said Mr. Straus, *-«l- 
though the laboring men recognize that they. 
had not received from the last congress the 
recognition they asked for. They also rec- 
ognize that the administration has done 
everything in its power for them. 

*‘In performing a solemn. duty at this time 
in support of a political party, labor does 
not become partisan to a political party but 
partisan to a principle,’’ declares President 
Gompers of the American Federation of La- 
bor in a circular issued today regarding la- 
bor’s attitude in the campaign. He charges 
that the republican party and its candidate 
stand for further extending into this country 
a despotic government vested in the judiciary 
and that the democratic party and. its candi- 
date stand for government by law vested 
in the people.

Why will you | 
strain my loyalty and that of thousands of 
others of like mind? 

‘' Again; to be brutal—I don’t believe you 
believe what you say. I think you are try- 
ing to fool the people. I believe you know 
business will proceed smoothly if either 
Bryan or Taft be elected. 

“ Believing these things, what do you ex- 
pect to be the effect on me as to four trust- 
worthiness as a banker? Do you expect me 
to accept In the future your views as sound 
and worthy, to be followed, or would it be 
reasonable cause for surprise to you were I 
and others to decide not to believe your 
statements? Respectfully, 

“A DeEposiror.” 

A morning newspaper prints an interview 
with Mr. Taft, in which he says this: 

‘If I am elected president, as I have no 
doukt I shall be, I shall treat all organized 
labor with exact justice, precisely as if a 
part of it were not opposing me. But I feel 
keenly that the best thing that can happen to 
the labor cause in the campaign is that it 
meet with defeat In its efforts to prevent my 
election. Only a small part of organized 
labor is against me, and if that part and its 
spokesmen fail of their purpose, I believe 
that will be the end of efforts to have labor 
swing the big stick and beat every one who 
refuses to’ meet its demands.”’ 
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The one thing the political managers have 
tried to impress on the average citizen’s mind 
ig that it fg an entirely new registry this 
year, and the man who did not register Oc 
8, and doés not do so today, cannot vote for 
either Taft or Bryan, Deneen or Stevenson. 
He might have lived in the same house for 
twenty-five years, but unless he is newly 
registered this fall it counts for nothing. 

‘The man who will have lived a year in the 
state and thirty days in the precinct on 
election day and ig otherwise qualified may 
register. But if he has moved his residence 
since a week ago Sunday he cannot register, 
no matter how well qualified he otherwise 
may be.

In the endeavor to get all possible citizens 
registered the ward clubs of both parties held 
meetings last night for the purpose of in- 
citing the precinct workers to action. The 
democrats use oratory.

Wayman, urging the readere to be sure and 
go to the polls, and furnished the workers 
slips with which all citizens who had failed 
to register by 4 o'clock in the afternoon were 
to be personally notified. and instructed where

DENY REQUEST OF SHIPPERS| LOSS IN EARNINGS 
OF ROCK ISLAND. | 


Subsidiary Roads Show Fall- 


Eastern Roads Will Not Allow 
Use of Old Dray Tickets. 


APPEAL TO FEDERAL BODY. 


Insistence on New Uniform Bill of 


est. 


Representatives of the eastern railroads 
have refused the request of the shippers 
that they be allowed to use their old dray 
tickets or shipping receipts instead of the 
new uniform bill of leading, and the shippers 
have appealed the question to the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

The protest of the shippers is embodied ina 
letter written yesterday by J. C. Lincoin, 
president of the National Industrial Traffic 
league, to Commissioner E. B. Clark, asking 
whether the commission intended to impose 
such restrictions on the shippers when it 
promulgated the uniform bill. 

One of the principal! objections of the ship- 
pers to the announcement that railroads 
would require the use of the new bill for 
all shipments after Nov. 1 has been, not to 
the bill itself, although there are some ob- 
jections to that which may be brought for- 
ward again after it has been given a trial, but 
to the requirement made in the official clas- 
sification rules that all freight must be 
ahipped under the uniform bill unless 16 
per cent ts added to the regular rate for car- 
riers’ Mability, and that no dray ticket or 
shipping receipt will be accepted. — 


Shippers Have Own Receipts. 
The large shipping concerns have been in 


the habit of printing their own shipping re-— 


ceipts of a form and size suited to the individ- 
ual conditions of their business, with lists 
of the commodities usually shipped “made a 
part of the form, end’ have used these for 
many years in place ofa bill oflading. They 
say they now have large stocks of these on 
hand, in some cases a five years’ supply; that 
they have billing machines of a size to fit 
thelr own forms, and that a great and un- 
neceseary hardship will be imposed upon 
them if they are required to scrap al! these 
and to use the new bill, which would often 
require the use of a separate list. 

The shippers say that all requirements of 


convenience and of the interstate commerce 


commission will be served if they are al- 
lowed to use their own forms, at least until 
their supplies are exhausted, stamping them 
“subject to the provisions of the uniform 
bill of lading.” ; 

This request was presented at a conference 
between a committee of the league and of the 
carriers on Saturday, -with the result that 
the railroads refused to change the rule, on 
the ground that the rubber stamp would not 
make the contract binding.

The year before they earned a sur- 
plus of $9,476,000. | 


Suffered by Recent Panic. 

Since the Rock Island conipany depends 
for its earnings entirely on the dividends 
from these subsidiaries, it could be seen no 
Rock Island preferred dividend could be paid 
out of the earnings for the last fiscal year. 

The lines in the system, Mr. Mather con- 
tinued, suffered severely in the panic because 
of inability to make operating expenses con- 
form to the sudden reduction of gross earn- 
ings. In the last six months, however, the 
company has cut. down operating and other 
expenses, and the net showing was much 
better. Now the roads are carrying a great 
amount of:grain and most of the idle cars 
have returned to work.

The industries in the Rock Island territory, 
Mr. Mather believed, will be operating at 
normal capacity when the influence of the 
grain movement is felt. In other ways, not- 
ably in the proposed readjustment of rates, 
he thought the indications for the future 
were much brighter.

In order to make clear the policy underly- 
ing the adoption of the new form, D. T. Mc- 
Cabe, vice president of the Pennsylvania 


lines, has autherized the following state- 


ment: 


“The new uniform bill of lading will de- | 


fine the precise terms upon which any ship- 
ment is made and will be of great value to 
a shipper in that he will not be compelled to 
consult a lawyer to ascertain his rights in 
case of loss or damage. This contract has 
been approved as eminently fair by the inter- 
state commerce commission; by a commit- 
tee of shippers representing the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association; the Millers’ 
National federation; the Ohio Shippers’ as- 
sociation, and the New York produce ex- 
change. 

“There is one feature of the new uni- 
form bill of lading which received the fullest 
discussion and which should be exception- 
ally satisfactory to shippers. It is provided 
that when property is held in transif upon 
request of the owner, or when upon/request 
of an owner property is carried in open cars, 
‘the carrier shall not be Hable for damages 
except such as may be due to negligence, and 
it is specifically provided that the burden of 
proving freedom from such negiigence sha!! 
be on the carrier. This is protection of great 
value to a shipper and has never been ac- 
corded before.”’ 

Evidence of the anticipation of the return 
of normal traffic on the railroads is seen in 
large orders for equipment being placed by 
some of the western lines. The Illinois Cen- 
tral has just placed an order with the Cam- 
bria Steel company for 682 drop bottom steel 
gondola cars of 100,000 pounds capacity, to 
be delivered in November. The Chicago and 
Alton is said to be in the market for thirty 
locomotives in addition to 2,000 freight cars 
recently ordered, and the Northwestern, 
which recently purchased fifteen locomo- 
tives, is understood to be contemplating an- 
other order.

Proposition for Reorganization Still 
in Indefinite Form. — 


Some of the banking Interests concerned 
with A. Booth & Co. loans are in favor of 
seeing what can be done with, the business 
before either seeking to sell the assets or re- 
organize the company.

WITNESS ON STAND 8 DAYS 
AT STANDARD OIL HEARING. 
Attorney Kellogg Accused of Attempt- 


ing to Bring Out Testimony in Equity 
Suit to Aid Criminal Prosecution.

After eight days on the witness stand the 
direct examination of Henry E. Felton inthe 
suit which the government hae instituted to 
disorganize the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey was concluded yesterday. Mr. Felton 
is general traffic manager of the Standard 
Ol} company and president of the Union 
Tank line. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Felton’'s testimony 
it was charged by Attorney Moritz Rosentha! 
for the oil company that Frank B. Kellogg, 
special government counsel, was attempting 
to bring out evidence at the equity hearing 
for use in the criminal prosecution which 
resulted im the $29,240,000 fine imposed by 
Judge’ Landis. The charge regulted-in a 
wordy tik between the lawyers. 

The defense introduced a circular letter 
dated Feb. 3, 1906; addressed to agents of the 
Standard Oil company and instructing them 
not to violate any provisions of the interstate 
commerce iaw and mot to ace¢ypt rebates in 
amy form on shipments of ofl or oil products. 

“That was about the date when congress 
passed a resolution directing the department 
of commerce and labor to investigute the 
Standard Oi] company, wae it not?’’ agked 
Attorney Kellogg. 

“ F do not remember the date of that ac- 
tion,”” said the witness. 

In reply to questions Mr. Felton said that at 
present the oil company keeps its tariffs in 
office files. Formerly they were kept in draw- 
ers with no regard to order or system He 
said the company started its present binder 
or index system of keeping tariffs two years 


ago. 

The witness examined several tariffs issued 
by the Pennsyivania rafiroad company which 
‘bore the Inscription, “‘ Not to Be Posted.”
